Gromyko continues talks in Damascus 


Dr. K. sees Cairo envoy 
and Hussein in Amman

U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger conferred in Amman yes- 
terday with a special Egyptian 
envoy sent by Ξ ᾽ τ Anwar 
Sadat to the Jo ἀζδιε' αὶ capital. 

The envoy, A.araf-'Marwan, a 
personal aide of Sadat’s, returned to 
Cairo few hours later, shortly be- 
fore Dr. Kissinger flew back to 
Israel after an overnight visit to 
Jordan, Marwan also conferred with 
King Hussein. 

The King had two working ses- 
sions with Dr. Kissinger, devoted 
mainly to talks on separation of 


forces between Israel and Jordan. 


No details were aisivsed on‘ the 


the Soviet Union. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrej 
Gromyko yesterday held talks for 
the second day running with the 
Syrian leadership in Damascus, in- 
cluding President Hafez Assad. He 
also conferred with Fatah chief 
Yasser Arafat who was accompani- 
ed by top officals of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Reports from Damascus said that 
Gromyko has concentrated on the 
prospects of reconvening the Geneva 
Middie East conference, where the 
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Soviet Union and the U.S. are co- 
chairmen. 

The same reports said, however, 
that Syria was still determined to 
boycott the Geneva talks until the 
achievement of a military disen- 
gegement with Israel, and unti! Is- 
rael undertakes to withdraw to the 
pre-1967 frontiers and recognize 
“the rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 

Observers in Damascus last night 
expressed the belief that Gromyko 
tried to talk the Syrians into ac- 
cepting the initial settlement con- 
veyed by Kissinger, while assuring 
Damascus of Moscow's support on 
its. basic demands, . 

(Hard Soviet Hine — Page 5, ᾧ 
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Mr. McKloskey said, and they had 
been kept in the picture as prepar- 
ations went ahead to arange it. 

Dr. Kissinger is due to return to 
Israel from Cyprus this evening, 
and fly on to Damascus tomorraw. 
McCloskey indicated that the Sec- 
retary would probably be back in 
Israel before the weekend. 

McCloskey stressed that “the U.S. 
never contemplated” a meeting be- 
tween Kissinger and Gromyko in 
Damascus, even though both men 
were likely to be in the Syrian 
capital at the same time. Clearly 
relations between Washington and 
Damascus are not yet as cordial as 
to warrant the Secretary of tSate 
transacting his business with his 
oviet opposite number in the Syrian 
capital. 

The American spokesman said the 
Cyprus meetng would facilitate “a 
continuing review of U.S.-Soviet re- 
lations, including the Middle East 
situation.” He added, though, that 
the meeting should be seen too in 
the context of pre-summit contacts, 
and the subjects on the agenda 
would also include the strategic 
arms limitation talka (Salt), the 
European Security Conference, and 
several bilateral problems in trade 
and other fields. 

Asked why the “understanding 


δ and approval” of the Israel govern- 


ment had been necessary, McCloskey 
said that the U.S. had wanted Israel 
“to understand that we had agreed 
to maintain contact with the So- 
viets as events developed in the 
Middle East.” 

U.S. sources last night firmly 
discuoraged any speculation in the 
direction of a joint U.S,-Soviet plan 
or initiative almed at moving Syria 
and Israel towards a pre-arranged 
disengagement accord. The Kis- 
singer-Gromyko meeting was to be 
seen, the sources sad, rather as 
part of the Soviet effort to demon- 
strate an active, visible role in the 
current Middle East negotiations — 
and of U.S. readiness to acommad- 
ate this Soviet desire. 

Nevertheless, well-placed observers 
saw more in today’s meeting than 
another effort to “massage the Soviet 
ego” — to boost Soviet prestige 
which had suffered from Dr. Kis- 
to play if a disengagement is to be 
achieved.

A group of prominent authors 
and university professors yester- 
day began a hunger strike out- 
side Prime Minister Golda Meir's 
home, te warn her against yield- 
ing any Golan territory in her 
talks with Secretary of State 
Henry BKissinger. 

“We will remain here as long as 
we can hold out," author Moshe 
Shamir told The Jerusniem Post. 
“This is a crucial hour in our his- 
tory, and we cannot remain silent.” 

The protesters have stationed 
themselves behind police barricades 
on the sidewalk opposite Mrs. Meir's 
residence on Sderot Ben-Maimon. At 
one point, said Mr. Shamir, the 
Premier came to the window and 
waved to the demonstrators. 

Their placards read: “Whoever 
gives up Kuneitra today will give 
up Jerusalem tomorrow”; "In Egypt 
it is KISS@NGer, In Israel it is 
KILLINGer,” and “Our settlements 
on the Golan are the ramparts of 
israel.” 

Shortly after they gathered in 
mid-morning, the protesters sent 
Mrs. Meir a memorandum in which 
they reminded her of some of her 
statements in February. These in- 
cluded:

TBL AVIV. — The 500 Abu Rodels 
of] field workers are expected to 
meet today to decide whether to end 
their six-day-old wildcat strike. © 

Representatives of the workers 
met yesterday with Justice Minister 
Haim Zadok in his capacity as act- 
ing Finance Mintster. He warned 
them that he would gazette emer- 
gency regulations, forcing them to 
go back to work, if they continue 
the strike. 

Mr. Zadok promised the workers 
that if they return to their job, he 
will try to speed negotiations with 
management. 

The strike broke out on May 1, 
after negotiations with management 
came to a deadlock, The workers’ 
demands concern the amount of 
compensation to be paid to them if 
the flelds are returned to Egypt. 

Representatives of the workers 
met on Sunday night with Shimon 
Zanbar, secretary of the Metal 
Workers Union. The meeting broke 
off without any agreement, because 
the workers demanded that the Hils- 
tadrut back their demands before 
they will return to work. 

The workers’ representatives will 
reach Abu Rodeis this morning, and 
are expected to call an emergency 
general meeting, emphasizing that 
if they do not immediately return 
to their jobs, they will be forced to 
do so by back-to-work orders, 

Meir Giron, director-general of 
Netivel Neft, which operates the 
fields, told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday he would accept the strikers’ 
return to work only on the condi- 
tion that negotiations are conducted 
by the Histadrut. If no progress is 
made, he proposes that the matter 
be turned over to an arbitrator, so 
that he will not be faced with a 
new strike.
